1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: While 
Robitaille et al. discloses a process of sterilization using humidified ozone and 

humid if ication of a sterilization chamber having a reservoir, the prior art fails to teach or 
suggest controlling the temperature differential between the reservoir and the chamber 
in order to maintain the chamber temperature substantially constant. See Applicant's 
arguments filed 27 February 2009, pages 8-9. Moreover, the Robitaille et al. reference 
fails to teach a processor programmed to control a temperature difference between a 
first and second heating means to maintain the temperature of the chamber 
substantially constant.
